Quebec  Pine  Deals  we  should  quote  at  an  im|w6vemenf  for  regulkr  dim^hsiotir ;  £12  lOisi 
standard  for  Floated  11-inch  First  Quality,  we  have  made  for  out-port  supply  ;  and  £13  10«.  for 
Bright  11 -inch  and  brofider,  through  tlic  aid  of  auction  ;  higher  qualities  of  Bright  still -command 
£15  and  upwards,  as  selections  from  known  luilla  warrant.  There  is  agood  stock  on  hand  of  Bright 
and  Floated.  For  Second  Quality  auction  has  been  the  only  mode  of  sale,  where  Bright  have 
ruled  from  £9  10«.  to  £lO  2«>  6(/.,  an  advance  on  previous  rates;  and  Third  Quality  having  passed 
their  minimum,  are  no  longer  sold  for  leas  than  charges,  at  and  under  £7,  but  may  be  quoted  £7  5s. 
to  £8  ;  the  stock  of  Tliirds  is  sitinll,  of  Seconds  enormous,  and  of  First  Quality  siliffieient ;  nearly 
all  being  in  few  and  strong  hafids,  tlie  cliief  holders  are  not  contemplating  lower  prices  while  steadily 
awaiting  the  spring  triide.  For  the  future  no  proceeds  oan  be  rockonod  On  for  Gutsizes  of  Pine 
Deals,  every  sale  of  euch  is  worse  ;  from  the  Baltic  and  Norway,  dimensions  are  uniform  as  required. 
Why  should  they  not  be  equally  so  from  Canada  ?  Those  who  suiFer  the  loM  must  correct  the  evil,

.Quebec  Spruce  Deals  cannot  be  quoted  higher  than  £16  for  First  Quality,  and  £14  fdr 
Second  Quality.  Sc  ties  have  been  effected  at  20«.  less,  and  it  is  only  consequent  on  the  last 
auction  prices  that  av-.  :  -  enabled  to  name  again  the  lull  rate.  Shorter  than  12  feet,  and  thihner 
than  3  inches,  suffer  in  a  large  abatement,  asi  wellas  Battens.  The  stock  is  ample,  the  demand  and 
consumption  apparently  very  slack. 

Quebec  Red  Pine  Timber  has  dropped  as  low  as  55*.  per  load  for  small  average,  and  middling'' 
fize  and  quality  to  62*.  6d.  Some  quantity  has  been  vended  at  these  rates  ; — nothing  at  more;  nor 
is  it  likely  w'th  Baltic  Timber  at  the  same  prices,  and,  when  forced,  even  as  low  as  50«. 

Quebec  Yellow  Pine  Timber  has  been  also  pressed  down,  partly  in  its  own  sale,  and  partly  by 
competing  Timber — 50«.  the  lowest,  and  55».  probably  the  highest  of  recent  business,  though  some 
still  imagine  the  quotation^  of  60#. 

Elm  Timber  has  seen  65s.  for  small  average  ;  60«.,  95t.,  and  even  75s.  may  be  rated  as  size 
and  quality  rises  in  the  scale,  witli  firmness  in  holding.  The  fall  supply  contained  much  small  and 
inferior,  and  very  little  Rock  Elm  of  good  siae,  so*  that  which  is  good  will  sell  in  due  time.  Ash 
Timber  ceasing  to  occupy  a  position  in  our  market,  its  value  has  become  uncertain  ; — we  have  sold 
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it  vinhni  the  wofcJ^art!  o5*V  and  at  VO*. — M..a  trade  it  is  i^SW-qutte  tmimportani.  The  fine  Quebec 
Birch  holds  favour  when  in  stout,  well-scpiitj^ahi^i^  T'^^ea  srt^  .^nd  in  ll^^oth  it  wottH  be 
passed  by  for  Birch  of  the  Lower  Province*."'  Oak  ^HMyMteUr^ith  «Rfl5AiH(jN^»->Bxporfciiced 
throughout  last  season — some  small  has  gone  as  low  as  60s.,  and  stout  at  75«.:  there  does  not  seem 
room  for  present  improvement  looking  to  the  absence  of  its  consumption.
